For Roosevelt Day 


At the request of the agencies han- 
dling arrangements for President Roose- 
velt’s visit to Atlanta, street car service will 
be temporarily suspended along the route 
to be traversed by the President Friday 
morning. 

Cars operating on those streets will be 
rerouted beginning at 11 a. m.

HIT NEW HIGH MARK 


Safety Council Predicts Toll 
Will Equal All-Time 
Record Set in ’34. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 27.—()—Deaths 
on the highways of the country reached 
a new high mark in the first ten’ 
months. of 1935, the National Safety 
Council disclosed today.. 

Council statisticians counted 28,760 
motor vehicle fatalities in the first 
ten months of this year, compared 
with the previous high of 28,753 dur- 
ing a similar period in 1934. 

They predicted the 1935 toll, de- 
spite the efforts of an aroused official- | 
dom, would equal last year’s all-time, 
mark of 36,000, | 

They also figured out this compari- 
son to illustrate the enormousness of 
the slaughter: 

e In 18 months of the World War 
ene American soldiers lost their 
ives, 

In 18 months of perilous peace in 
1934 and 1935 51,500 Americans lost 
their lives in auto accidents. 

The trend of motor mishap deaths 
had eased downward a trifle during 


the first three quarters of 1935. But 
3,640 vagy perished in October. 

October’s toll greatly exceeded the 
3,531 recorded in the same month last 
year and the 1929-1933 average of 
3,238. October’s total, surpassing by 
220 the high of 3,420 reached in Au- 
gust, was the largest of the year. 

Fatalities in 1935 exceeded those of 
1934 in five of the first ten months. 
Increases were noted in the deaths 
of persons under four years of age 
and over 65 but a slight slump in the 
number of pedestrians killed by mo- 
torists was detected. 

Despite the general upward _ tend- 
ency, the council said 23 states report- 
ed fewer deaths this year than last. 

The council named the following 
the “safest cities’ in their population 
class and calculated their death rates 
per 100,000 residents: Milwaukee, 
10.4; Providence, R. I., 6.1: Fall 
River, Mass., 5.2; Evanston, IIll., 3.5; 
Central Falls, R. I. and Wauwatosa, 
Wis., 0.0

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL*MALLON, 


TURMOIL? WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—What is going on behind the 

red draperies of the new supreme court bench these 
days is a matter of considerable sotto voce concern to all who are close 
to the third branch of the government. 

This branch operates necessarily in private. Its delayed technical 
judgments are the only solid clues to its activity. Thus far this session, 
the clues point clearly to an unusual clash of opinions among the men 
who are sitting in judgment on the biggest part of the New Deal. 

A check of the first 17 decisions made this session shows disagree- 
ment among the jurists in 10. This is a sharply unusual percentage. In 
any ordinary run of 17 decisions, no more than three or four dissents 
will generally be found. 

When the technical order was issued the other day in the AAA rice 
tax case, three justices, classed as liberals, registered dissent. This dis- 
Sension was amazing to the inside legal crowd. Court orders are gen- 
erally issued as a matter of technical routine. Only rarely is there open 
discord. . 

lf the justices cannot agree about a court order, some safety measures 
may be in order for the coming decisions on the New Deal. 


LINE-UP Fancy interpreters are jumping to the conclusion that the 

six-to-three rice order hints at a new division inside the 
court. The line-up disclosed Chief Justice Hughes and Justice Roberts 
in the company of the four so-called conservative justices, leaving the 
three so-called liberals on the short end of the bench. 


. It is probably a fair but haphazard guess to prophecy a six-to-three 


decision against much pending New Deal legislation, but not because of 
the rice decision. The split in the court there was not on the constitution 
but on the technical question of whether the rice millers should pay their 
tax to the government before the courts decide their suits. All the lower 
courts have impounded processing taxes, The lower court in the rice 
case refused to. The supreme court merely applied the general rule to 
the rice growers.

No decisions will be ready in any important New Deal case until 
after congress assembles in January. 

The idea apparently is that, with congress at hand, substitute legisla- 
tion can be pushed through in a hurry to meet court rulings.

If you are one of life’s fortunates, as most people are without real- 
izing it, this will not interest you. 

It is addressed to those poor victims of circumstance who play the 
role of Crusoe’s man Friday.

If you are one of them, you can probably remember that your en- 
Slavement began with some incident so trivial that it seemed incapable 
of doing harm. Most of our troubles begin that way. 

You were talking and the other person in the drama interrupted you 
or corrected you in a superior, impatient, supercilious way meant to put 
you in your place. 

Or you began to do something you had set your heart upon and the 
oe person prevented you—by stubborn opposition or argument or 
ears. 

In any case, and whatever the incident, there was a clash of desires 
and wills and you gave way. 

You may have done it because you hated a scene or a quarrel; because 
you were well-bred and kind, and surrender seemed the polite and un- 
selfish thing to do; or because your sense of duty impelled you to sacri- 
fice yourself. 

Whatever your reason may have been, the act established a prece- 
dent. To the other person, who could not see your motive, it seemed 
merely a test of wills. And always thereafter, every clash of desires ter- 
minated in the same way. 

You developed the habit of surrender, though you did it with ever- 
increasing bitterness and secret rebellion, and the other person developed 
the habit of dominating and using you—with ever-increasing arrogance 
and disregard of your feelings and contempt for your “weakness.”

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


The other day I visited one of the 
greatest dairies in the country. An- 
other fond illusion strained if not 
shattered. The survey began with 
lunch at noon, which I never eat if I 


have to pay for it. myself, and among 
other dairy products served was certi- 
fied milk. With nearly a quart of that 
under my diaphragm, not to mention 
other items, I was in no condition to 
appreciate the pristine purity of the 
fluid when we arrived at the milking 
station. Consider the situation—it had 
been an otherwise good five years since 
I had been privileged to enjoy live 
milk, as it were,.and now I stood by 
and saw some hundreds of the health- 
lest, cleanest cows that live being 
milked by specially trained milkers 
who ai. asepticaly conscientious—and 
somehow I couldn’t even whisper “Ba- 
a-a-ah!” It was a dreadful error on 
the part of the dairy doctor who 
conducted the tour, but of course he 
would not know of my secret passion. 

In this great dairy the certified 
milk section is only’ a minor part, 
though am important one. Altogether 
there are over 3,500 animals in the 
herds, hundreds of workers, ordinary 
laborers, expert and skilled workers, 


technicians, professional workers, em-. 


ployed day and night, cows being 
milked constantly or rather in endless 
succession, enormous and uncannily 
efficient machines for cleaning, steril- 
izing, drying and sorting milk bottles, 
apparatus for pastuerizing milk and 
automatically recording the tempera- 
ture and holding time on graphs which 
only the health department's inspec- 
tor can reach by key, apparatus for 
irradiating milk to impart vitamin D 
influence. Throughout the plant it 
seemed that all hands were obsessed 
with the idea of cleanliness—every 
other room, department or section we 
entered was being scrubbed or rinsed 
off—and indeed I have wondered since 
whether the entire absence of the fa- 
miliar aroma which I associate with 
the live milk of which I have always 
heen so fond—well, anyway. I helieve 
it would be a boon for public health 
and for personal health if every one 
who keeps a cow or handles or sells 
or distributes milk or other dairy 
products, and every one who drinks 
milk or uses it in any way as foc 

could spend a day in such a dairy. 

School teachers particularly should 
conduct their pupils on such an ex- 
cursi as an annual feature. A day 
in a dairy has high educational ralue 
from various viewpoints. 

Certainly such a_ visit promotes, 
more than anything else I know of. 
increased consumption of dairy prod- 
ucts, and provided these corrective, 
protective foods are pure and whole- 
some, such as certified milk, raw 
milk from tuberculin-tested herds (ap- 


proved by your physician or your) 


health officer), and Grade A pasteu- 
rized milk, cream, butter, cheese, ice 
cream or ice cream mix for making 
your own, buttermilk, acidophilus 
milk, vitamin D milk. and divers 
temptingly flavored milk beverages 
now available at milk bars, fountains 
or fcom the obliging milkman at your 
door, every penny you spend for them 
is, in my opinion, an investment in 
health.

Answer—Olive oil yields more calo- 
ries to the spoonful or ounce than 
butter or lard or other anti-fats do. 
But it is poor in-vitamins. There is 
no truth in the notion that olive 
oil “heats the system” more than 
cream, butter or fat from meat does, 
I think an easier way to gain weight, 
where nutrition is below par, is to 
take a daily vitamin ration and leave 
the rest to nature.

|Holidays are proclaimed only by the 
states themselves, and the President's 
proclamation designating Thanksgiv- 
ing Day does not make it a holiday 
except in those states where it is of- 
ficially designated as such. Many of 
our great holidays are not recognized 
in some of the states. Even New Year's 
Day, Lincoln’s birthday, Washington's

states. Sunday is not a national holi- 
day, but is a state holiday in all the 
states.
